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WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 4.—The Workers Unemployment 
and Social Insurance bill, formerly H. R. 7598 in the last Congress, 
and now numbered H. R. 2827, is herewith given in full. 


The Workers’ Bill was presented to Congressman Lundeen by 
the National Sponsoring Committee for the National Congress for 
Unemployment Insurance, which convenes tomorrow. The bill was 
improved by the Sponsoring Committee in line with suggestions of 
thousands of workers and their organizations. Congressman Lun- 
deen, against the desires of the Sponsoring Committee, made several 
changes in the bill. The Workers Bill, with the few changes made 
by Lundeen, which is mow before the present Congress, follows: 

SEC. |. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the Lnited States of America in Congress assembled, that 
this Act shall be known by the title "The Workers’ Unemployment, 
Old Age and Social Insurance Act.”

Merriam and Hatfield make a swell team—for the bankers and 
Their inaugural addresses show them to be working 
together beautifully, on the basis of a division of labor. Merriam 
éxpounds the openly reactionary Starvation program of the bosses; 
‘Hatfield adds the proper “‘liberal’’ touchés, in an attempt to give the 
impression that the ultra-reactionary’ state regime is executing a 
{maneuver to the left.’ 


Merriam in his speech openly calls for the same policy of forced 
‘labor that Roosevelt announced in his message to Congress. While 
he hypocritically talks of not imposing “‘intolerable’’ taxes, he makes 
no mention of any intention to repeal the sales tax; -in fact he openly 
ideclares ‘taxes must be temporarily increased.”

The miserliness of the “relief” for the unemployed which Mer- 

-riam has in view is to be seen by his determination to “adopt a prog- 

ram that will enable us to keep our expenditures below our income.” 

‘Expenditures, in other words, will be cut—but in what directioni 

Studious search of his address fails to, reveal} any proposal to cut 

‘the salaries. of the Governor, and’ Lieutenant-Governor, or of any 

other state bureaucrat. Merriam will still spend millions, if necessary, 

to build and perfect state strike-breaking apparatus; he is not re- 
nouncing his pet scheme of a Western States Police Convention. 


His ‘‘economy” program, like Roosevelt’s, obviously will be at 
the expense of the workers, poor farmers and small business men. 
The state's income will he raised by the impesition of heavy tax 
thurdens on the people; the stale’s expenditures will be cul by slash- : 
jug unemployment reliefi 


Through Merriam’s mouth, the voice of Big Business has spoken. 
‘But that voice is a trained voice. When necessary, it can croon as 
well as bellow, and through the mouth of Lieutenant-Governor Hat- 
fi ld it caroled in more honey tones. 


Hatfield speaks of working toward a thirty-hour week (with 
“reduction in wages, Mr. Hatfieldi); he declares’ that California 
“has been made the first maior battle ground of the changing order,” 
referring to a “‘recent revolt that was not without cause.” 


Hatfield uses truths cleverly—iriterpreting them so as to disarm 
ithe working class. 


The heroic San Francisco general strike did turn the state Sater 
the‘ “first major battle ground of the changing order,’’—but Mr. 
Hatfield's intention was to create the impression that. the all-wise 
state administration is at the helm, guiding the ship of state into a 
new order, and not that the revolutionary leadership of the working 
class is responsible for advances made by the masses in bettering their 
conditions. Hatfield’s half-hearted justification of the “recent revolt,”’ 
referring to the million protest votes cast for Epic and Communist 
candidates at the last election, also is a clever attempt to make a 
“frank and open’? admission that there were many injustices to cor- 
rect, but that now the administration 1s aware of the need for some’ 
sort of social adjustment, and will ‘‘do better next time.’

In the last. six months of 1918 
the American Expeditionary 
Forces were using 85,000 motor 
trucks.

The manufacture of Ihneh ex 
plosives} for modern warfare re- 
quires a: dong list of raw mater: 
ials Well as the mobilization 
of chemists. As has already been 
stated sulphuric acid is the main 
basis most high explosives. 
This acid obtained from iron 
pyrites, sulphur and coal. In the 
manufacture of the standard high 
explosives used by the United 
States armed forces and the AIl- 
lies, in 1917-18 were used sulph- 
uric acid, nitric acid, sodium = ni- 
trate and ammonia liquor. 

The plunging of the United 
States into a World War demand: 
ed by the House of Morgan, *but 
unexpected by* many capitalists 
of the more baste industries, 
brought about a technical crisis. 
It was found necessary for 
many of the decisive industries, 
in order to-supply the war needs, 
to revise many of their prodwuc- 
tion processes. Experts were re- 
cruited to use such organic sub- 
stances as phenol, and tojuol in 
the manufacture of explosives. 


# 663,000,000 Pounds of Powder. 


In the nineteen months that 
America’s participation in tlre 
World War lasted, as a result of _ 
the mobilization of chemists ank 
engineers who designed the ma- 
chinery for making the deadly 
compounds they devised, the pro- 
duction of powder in the: United 
States in round figures was 633, 
000,000 pounds. During this time 
other industries -turned ott '375> 
000,000 pounds of -high explosives. 
(This was the rich harvest period 
for the firm of:Du Pont deNem- 
ours whose represéntatives suc- 
ceeded in whipping up such moral 
indignation against’ those mild 
members of the Nye committee. 
Probably in the whole history. of 
so-called civilization . there — has 
never been anvthing to, compare 
with the way. in which°these Du 
Ponts, acknowledg: d members of 
a gang of international murders 
for profit, have terrorized a gov- 
ernment and the “press of the 
country in which sthey liye and 
operate and escaped the conse 
quences of their BProcious and 
well -paid crimes). -* |
